Adjoining States and Middle West 
Eager for Chance to Exhibit 
in South. 


“Atianta is the logical place not only 
.tor an annual state fair, but for an- 
nual fair which w'll be more far-reach- 
ing than that,” said S. E. Davidson, 
sales manager of Edwin, P. Ansley’s 
agency, yesterdey, in discussing the 
plan for the city to convert Lakewood 
park into a permanent state fair 
ground, as outlined in Mayor- -elect 
Woodward's exclusive interview In The 
Corstitution Sunday morning. 

“I am heartily in favor of the Lake- 
wood scheme,” continued Mr. Davidson, 
“and by ‘more far-reaching’ I mean 

that if the fair is run on anything like 
the scale that Atlanta and the state of 
Georgia are capabale of operating It, 
Georgia will not be the only state to 
exhibit. I visited the Illinots state fair 
at Springfield recently and I know 
that those fellows up there in the 
north and middle west are dead crazy 
for a chance to enter exhibits in the 
south in just such a fair as is being 
planned. I see The Constitution pub- 
ifehed this Amorning telegrams from 
some of the counties tindorsing it. 
That's the best indication I've seen. 
' When -the state begins to want it, it’s 
an assured success. Put me down for 
the project—with a big ‘F’ on the 
for!” 

Many Favor Pian. 

Many other people declared them- 
_selves heartily in favor of Mr. Wood- 
ward's plan yesterday. The concensus 
of opinion.seems to be that Atlanta 
‘needs the fair and the city’s idle prop- 
erty needs the improvement and any 


income that may be derive therefrom. 
J, He Bwing, who te redagziaegs- as: 


one of the most expert realty men fn. 
the city, said, ‘am Yor the fair— 
~ strong! Improve that property pat 
‘eve permanently and ‘in first-class 
shape and not only will it be an asset 
to the city, but it will do wonders for 
the enhancement of fealty values on 
the southside and, I believe, will do 
more to develop that part of the city 
‘than anything else just at present. 
The city made the wisest move it éver 
made when it held on to the property, 
There ought to be a law to kéep a city 
“from disposing of its real estate, any- 
”" way.” 

Ralph oO. Cochran, representative- 
elect from Fulton céunty, also declar- 
ed himself fariby and squarely in favor 
of the Lakewood park proposition.” 

Legisiator Indorses Movement, 

“I think it’s a good thing,” said Mr. 
Cochran. “Not only will it net the 
city a dividend, but it will be a most 
valuable asset to the state. if conduct- 
ed in the right way. By the right way, 
I mean that in converting Lakewood 
into a fair ground, it should be the 
object of the city to establish a fair 
which will be of the highest possible 
edvcation:+] value to the peuvple of both 
the city and the state. The citizens 
of Georgia and adjoining states would 
come to such a fair by the thousands, 
and no opportunity Ike that should 
overlooked.” 

Another well-known citizen of At- 
lanta wh> expressed his warm appro- 
pation on Thursday was Charles P. 
Glover, president of the Atlanta Reai 
Estate beard. Said Mr. Glover: 

“Lakewood should by all means be 
improved in such a substantial way 
that its benefits will accrue for years 
to come. The Auditorium has meant 
more tc Atlanta than all its supporters 
ever hoped for. Lakewood converted 
Into a real exposition park will be 
the means of bringing hundreds 
thousands of people to Atlantain years 
‘o come. Such people are good spen- 
ders and will leave new money with 
us. The city will get back in increas- 
ed values far more tthan it will cost. 

“Let's have it right now!” 

Many other citizens have already ex- 
vreesed ‘themselves in favor of the 
vlan, as have also many members of 
‘ouncil and a majority of the board of 
‘ounty c. mmissioners.

Reorganization of Construction 
Deparment Almost Complete 
Radical Changes in Paving Work and 


Salary for Street Chairman 
Recommended. 


The task of reorganizing the coa- 
struction department of the city ‘s 
practically ¢ompiete. The committee 
appointed for that purpose went over 
the ordinance framed by Councilman 
C. W.. Smith and agreed to it in near- 
ly every particular, and will recom- 
mend it to council with amendments 
which will give the chief of the de- 
partment more authority to force de- 
linquent contractors to perform work 
more rapidly and in conformity with 
the specifications. 

The committee will. recommend the 
appointment of a paving inspector in 
addition to an assistant chief of con- 
struction. Both are to be experienced 
men, named by the chief and ratified 
by the street committee. 

Pat Street Chairman on Salary. 

Possibly the committee may later 
on urge council to put the chairman 
of the street committee on a salary. 

Alderman James R. Nutting believes 
that the city will gain by allowing 
the chairman a salary.. He said that 
he was positive that Chairman Hatch- 
er, .of the present commifgtee, gave 
the city service that was worth many 
thouband dollars. 

The committee. will also urge that 
the inspector be placed in charge of 
sewer work, sidewalk construction and 
street repair-work, In addition to the 
paving inspector’s duties. 

The committee believes that in the 
appointment of an assistant chief uf 
construction much of the complaint 
would be eliminated, as there would 
‘be a department head in the office at 
all times. The establishment of a b:- 
reau of information, to handle cém- 
plaints and give office data wll also 
be embodied in the report to council. 

Radical Change in Paving Method. 

There will be a radical change In 
the present method of street paving. 
Covncil will be asked to insist that 
the contracts be divided into sections 
and that the contractors be required 
to finish each section at a specified 
time and paid on approval. The sys- 
tem of paving cppropriations will be 
changed so that council members shall 
be required to make a definite sched: 
ule not later than the first sae il

will requite city departments and pub- 


lig, utility corporations ‘to hurry .work) }¢ 
‘The section authorizes the chief of 


construction to make cases against 
delinquents and provides for fines, not 
more than $100, for violations. 

The ordinance abolishes the present 
system of transporting convicts from 
the stockade to public works. Coun- 
cilman Smith says that he conferred 
with the railway company and learn- 
ed that ‘the city could. have convicts 
and crushed stone transported at half 
the present cost. 

The committee will have another 
meeting before council meets Monday 
afternoon. 


SKULL AND BONES 
SHOWN TO WIDOW 


“Third Degree’ Given Mrs. Jacobson 
on Trial for Murder of Her | 
Husband. 


Houlton, Maine, December 12.—How 
she was brought into a small room by 
a detective and there confronted with 
the skull and some of the bones of 
her husband laid on a white cloth was 
told on the witness stand in the su- 
preme court today by Mrs. Annie Ja- 
cobson, who, with her son Edgar, and 
her goOn-in-law, the Rev. Charles M. 
Emelius, ig on triai for the alleged 
murder of August JacopDson. Both Mrs. 
Jacobson and Edgar were called as 
witnesses. Emelius is expected to tes- 
tify tomorrow. 

Mrs. Jacobson said a detective es- 
corted her to the district ettorney’s 
office and continued: 

“When Il went in; right in front of 
me they had some bones on a white 
cloth. Dr. Boone began to explain 
something about the bones, and after 
that something was said about why 
the coroner was not there at the time 
it happened, when he died. I told 
them 1 was sick and did not know. 
The detective told ‘me I was not sick 
because I felt bad for my husband, fo: 
I hated him. And after that he said 
I had lied about the shots. lL told 
him I hadn't led.’’ 

Edgar Jacobson testified that he had 
had words with his father and had 
left home on the Sunday night pre- 
ceding the tragedy. He went direct- 
ly to the home of Otto Jepson, he said, 
and did not learn of his father’s death 
until the next morning when he was 
called home by a telephone message 
saying something had happened to the 
elder Jacobson.

Although convicted of complicity in 
the $50,000 diamond trunk robbery of 
last April and sentenceq to twelve 
months in the convict camps, bond be- 
ing denied on motion for a new trial, 
George Wren, the young Atlanta med!l- 
cal student. has obtained his freedom 
on bond through the mazes of the Gegr- 
gia court system and has left the state. 

While his companions on the night of 
the robbery, Carl Roddy, another medi- 
cal stddent, and George Kaul, the 
Piedmont hotel steward, are serving 
out their sentences at hard labor in 
the Georgia convict camps, young Wren 
is free without an order from the court. 
He was seen a few days ago in a 
ingham, Ala., where it is said, he went 
to enter.college and complete his med- 
ical course. 


Whe Is HMesponsible? 

Now his rearrest has been ordered, 
and the searchlight of inquiry has been 
turned on the Georgia court system to 
find out who is responsible for the free- 
dom of a man convicted and denied 
bond. 

When Solicitor General Hugh. Dorsey 
Giscovered Thursday afternoon that 
Judge Price Edwards, who conducted 
Wren’s trial and sentenced him on Oc- 
tober 24, had never authorigeg any 
bond, he ss busy and searched the 
records. of the sheriff's and the clerk’s 
offices in a vain effort to find authority 
for Wren’s release. 


oe 


He found from the sheriff's office 
that a bond for $5,000, signeq by one 
J. T. Mangum as bondsman, and &ap- 
proved by Frank Myers, deputy clerk 
of the criminal. court,. had been. pre- 
sented by Wren’s lawyers, GoLer & 
Jackson,.on November 20. Although 
the law requires that such a bond be 
approved by the clerk, Arnold Broyles, 
Sheriff Wheeler Mangum stated that-it 
was customary to realeef a man if a 
bond was approved by the deputy 
clerk, Frank Myers. 

Captain Myers, the veteran of the 
courthouse files, was turned to, in or- 
der to place the responsibility. 

“Why. yes, I approved the bond. 
What of it?” answered the captain. 
“His lawyers presented it to me, and 
the bondsman was good. The judge 
bad signeg the motion for a new trial. 
Why shouldn't I have approved the 
bond ?’’ 

Judge Had Denied Bond. 

But the continued investigation of 
Soliictor Dorsey revealed the fact that 
although Judge Price Edwards had 
signed the motion for a new trial, and 
had the authority to grant a ‘“super- 
sedeas bond’ in his discretion, which 
woulg ha vereleaseid Wren Lpagete | the 
hearing of the motion, in this particu- 
lar case the judge had denied granting 
that bond. 

After Wren was convicted and sen- 
tenced to 12 months, Judge Edwards 
supersedeg the sentence pending the 
hearing of the motion for a new trial,” 


said Solicitor Dorsey Thursday in out- 
lining the peculiar situation. 

“The effect of this order was to cause 
the tmprisonment of Wren in the Ful- 
ton county jail until the motion was 
disposed of. Judge Edwards, in open 
court positively refused to*assess a 
bond .and allow Wren to’ go at large. 
He stateg that in his opinion the law 
permitting defendants after conviction 
to go. at large was a bad law and 
should be repealed. I was surprised 
to hear that Wren, notwithstanding 
this, was at large. 

.Ne.Record Can Be Found. 

“Since the matter has been called 
to my attention I have searched the 
records ang minutes and I find no order 
from Judge Edwards .authorizing this 
man’s release. Acocrdingly I have sug- 
gested to the proper officers that Wren 
ve immediately rearrested if it can Le 
done. Of course, [ do not know who 
is culpabel for the release of a convict 
without an order from the judge of

Solicitor Dorsey went further and

_ JMRELATION TO NAVIGATION . 
“CONSIDERED BY CONGRESSMEN 


Washington, December 12.—Whether 


bow-tegs are greater menaces to navi- 


gation than knock-knees still is an 
open question, in spite of arguments 
made before the National Press club 
tonight by Representative Sulger, gov- 
ernor-elect of New York, and Repre- 
sentative Stanley, of Kentucky, in con- 
demnation of bow legs, and Senators 
Penrose and Gore in equally vigorous 
denunciation of knock-Knees. Referee 
John Hays Hammond, who was Presi- 
dent Taft's spécial ambassador to ,the 
éoronation of King George V, decided 
that neither offered serious obstruc- 
tion and read a cablegram from the 
international] board of navigation in 
Berlin to bear him out. 

Before the debate began Mr. Ham- 
mond forced the contestants to rise 
and shake hands. “to show there was 
no hard feeling.” 

Representative Sulzer attributeg to 
bow legs virtually all the diseases 
known to medical science, from “corns 
to consumption.”, He declared that 
history could show no bow-legged he- 
ro, while Moses, Sqcrates, Hannibal 
and scores of others “interfered” in 
their knees. He closed by quoting. 


“A man knock-kneed, 
Is a friend’ indeed.” 


Senator Penrose insisted: that there 
was no place in creation for the knock- 
kneed man. A man so afflicted, he 
said, on going home from his club in 
the early hours would be in a state 
of collapse in the road while the bow- 
legged man would be bowling merrily 
homeward. 

“The bow-legged condition,” he said, 
‘is due to a remnant of our physical 
trait when we lived in trees and 
climbed up. them. The consequence is 
that the bow-legged man is full of the 
vigor of the gorilla, or of the primitive 
man.” 

Representative Stanley followed with 
a sweeping denunciation of bow-legs. 
He said he could prove by the frescoes 
and paintings of Raphael and other 
old mastérs that the angels they pic- 
tured were universally knock-kneed. 

“Senator Gore assailed the framers 
of the constitution because they had 
not. grappled with the 
question, ‘face to face and _ feet to 
feet." He admitted that the problem 
was a knotty one, but added that the 
American people had settled it politi- 
cally “by gending both the knock-kneed 
republican elephant and the bow-leg-

The doomed man sat stolidily on h®B 
bunk,. a dying cigarette between his 
fingers, and his eyes riveted to the 
flooring. The woman, after repeated

a tear that had arisen from the real- 
ization of how cruelly she had talked 
to the helpless creature behind the 
bars. 

Doomed Man Nears Cellapse. 

Clay bordered ona collapse through- 
out Thursday. An examination, by 
County Physician 8S. H. Green revealed 
that the condemned man was suffering 
from a severe nervousness, and proba- 
bly could not stand greater tension 
than that which he was undergoing. 
His pulse was alarming above nor- 
mal, and a burning fever flushed his 
cheeks. 

‘Clay’s family paid him a final visit 
shortly before noon. In vain they 
strived to make Him talk. .The visit 
was short, and the grief-stricken rela- 
tives gave way to a small band of re- 
ligious . workers, who congregated 
around the death chamber to sing any 
pray *for ‘the condemned prisoner.

While Commodore Levy only pur- 
chased 218 acres and the beautifu: 
home, Representative Levy has added 
to it, until the estate now embraces 
1,000 acres. He is very proud of Mon- 
ticello, and says that recently the 
architects who were making designs 
for extensive improvements in the 
white house visited Monticello to get 
ideas. He says he has spent large 
sums on the place and that there is 
no house anywhere better kept up. Ue 
Says he will never pert with the prop- 
erty. 

Mrs. Littleton appears not a Obit 
abashed by her initial defeat in the 
house.

The seat 
from the Eleventh district will be va- 
cant until March 4, when it will be 
filled by John J. Casey, a democrat, 
elected in November. 

The fight Over the case on the floor 
was enlivened by a bitter passage be- 
tween Representative A. Mitchell Pal- 
mer and John R. Farr, both of Penn- 
slyvania. Mr. Palmer had referred to 
the charge that the influence of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
railroad had been used for Bowman. 

“The gentleman must not forget the 

efforts which that corporation, through 
its officials, made for him at his solic- 
itation,” observed Mr. Farr, as he men- 
tioned that Mr. Palmer was a local 
attornéy for the railroad in Pennsyl- 
vania.

Munich, December 12.— Luitpold, 
prince regent of Bavaria, died here 
today. He was 91 years oid. The 
prince regent had pveen in failing 


health for several months and his death 


was not unexpected. 

Prince Luitpold was the oldest rul- 
ing price in Europe in point of years, 
having been born on March 13, 1821. 
He was nine years older than the Em- 
peror Francis Joseph of Austria, who 
was born on August 18, 1830. The lat- 
ter, however, has already occupied 
the throne for 64 years, ag he became 
ruler at the aeg of 18, while Prince 
Luitpold had been regent since June 
10, 1886. ! 

Luitpold was 65 years of age and

To square himself with the Atlanta 
fight fans and scribes, Carl Morris, the 
Oklahoma white hope, has but one al- 
ternative. He must fight Al Kubiak, 
the Michigan giant, next Tuesday 
night. 

It is doubtful if there {s one man 
in a hundred in Atlanta who does not 
believe that Morris was mixed up in 
a frame-up, both here and in Chatta- 
nooga. Morris can remove this opin- 
ion by meetitig Kubiak, and by bat- 
tling his fiercest from the tap of the 
first gong until the last. ' 

Morris visited the Constitution 
Thursday morning. He denied 
plicity in the frame-up. Before 
ing any statement whatsoever, Mor- 
ris said that no doubt every one 
thought he was mixed up in it, and no 
matter what answer he would make to 
the charge he would be prejudged, and 
what he said would have no weight. 


Morris Denies Complicity. 


He denied any complicity inthe Chat- 
tanooga deal. He claims that he did 
not know who he was going to meet 
until he got to Chattanooga, never for 
an instant bélieving that the Bob Wil- 
liams he was matched with was his own 
sparing partner.

RULES MADE PUBLIC 
FOR PARCELS: POST 


Regulations Affecting Entire Mail 
Service Go Into Operation 
January 1. 


Washington, Dectmber 12.—Rega- 
lations t> cover workings of the new 
parcels post system, which is to g0 
into opera.ion January 1 next, were 
made public by Postmaster General 
Hiitchcock today. The new system 
will be effective throughout the en- 
tire postal service at the same time 
and will affect every postoffice, city, 
rural and railway mail transporta- 
tion rcute in the country. Every pre- 
caution will be taken py the post- 
office to have the mails moved with 
the usual dispatch and al] postmas- 
ters, superintendents and inspectors 
have been Girected to tnoroughly fa- 
miliarize themselves and their sub- 
crdinates with every pnase of the 
new system. 

The regulations provide that par- 
cels of merchandise, inciuding farm 
and factory products (but not books 
and printed matter) of almost every 
description up to 11 pounds in weight 
and measuring as much as 6 feet in 
length and girth combined, except 
those calculated to do injury to the 
mails in transit, may be mailed at any 
postoffice for delivery to any address 
in the country. Delivery will be made 
to the homes of people living on rural 
and star routes as well as those liv- 
ing in cities and towns wnere there 
is delivery by carriers. Where there 
is at present no delivery by carrier 
the parcels will go to the postoffices 
as is the case with ordinary mail. 

The postage rate for the zone—that 
is, within distances not exceeding 50 
miles—will be 5 cents for the first 
pound and 3 cents for each additional 
pound. Rates increase for each succes- 
sive one of the eight zones into which 
the country is divided, the maximum 
rate being 12 cents a pound, whicn 
will carry a parcel across the conti- 
nent, or even to AlasKa and the Philip- 
pines. 

For a fee of 10 cents a parcel may 
be insured, and if the parcel is lost in 
the mails an indemnity to the amount 
of its value, not to exceed $50, will be 
paid to the sender. 

The law provides for the use of dis- 
tinctive postage stamps, and there is 
now being distrituted to postmasters 
for use in the parcel post system a set 
of stamps of twelve denominations. 
Parcel post maps, with accompanying 
guides, are to be sold to the public at 
their cost, 75 cents, through the chief 
clerk of the postoffice department:
